At a time when party politics are running high, it is both courageous and 
timely in The Presbyterian to raise a vigorous protest against their being allowed 
to separate Christians, as, alas! they often do; or their being considered 
necessary for the attainment of such social and national reforms as most 
Christians would gladly see brought about. In an able article the point is 
thus urged: “‘ Be it known, then, that party politics as such we have ever 
eschewed, and that our aversion is as sincere as it is simple. Good men and -. 
true are resident in either camp; why should they abide in the most acute 
antipathy! Honest purposings, and brave achievements, and wise legislations 
have been recorded by both sides ulike; why should on® see naught but 
falsity, cowardice, and folly in the other? To an outside beholder, here is a 
spectacle for angels and for men. And to say that but for her party duelling 
England's high and noble deeds would not have been is monstrous. The 
Constitution would be as healthy, wealthy, and wise were the bitterness of its 
internecine feuds swept into the English Channel ; and its glories would surely 
survive the eliminating of such heated excesses, in speech at least, as are 
the making of every contested election. To our mind the perpetuation of 
hostilities in the legislature is grossly anti-Christian. Beyond being an anomaly, 
the existence of parties as we know them is, in our view, a lie in the right 
hand of a great nation calling itself Christian.” 


But it is against party politics, not against Christian influence in the 
direction of political or social reforms, that The Presbyterian thus writes, for 
the article proceeds: “ While denouncing the spirit exhibited by parties, we do 
not, however, thereby refuse the Christian a place in the State, or condemn
